A party of some five or six Hlinoisans and Indiani-
ane, who had gone out to Kansna to settle, retarned to
this city yesterday morning on the steamer Polar Star,
baving been captured ot the battle of Osnwatinmic by
the forces under Gen. Reid, and after being detained a
day or two in captivity, were condocted to Westport,
and there placed on board the steamer to he taken out
of the Ssate of Missouri, and accompanied with the
threat that if they ever ventured back to the Territory
of Kansus, and were caught, they should instautly be

ung or shot. |
Learning of the arrival of this party, we had an in-
iew with its men on board the steamer Baltimore,
on which they had taken passage for Alton, Hlinois
Their severnl accounts agree so perfectly that we bave
condensed nnd embodied all their statements that we
might present our readers with s complete and reliable
marrative of the terriblo conflict at Osawnttamie,

The town of Osawattamic was composed of from 30
to 40 houses, und was a thriving place hefore the Kan-
saa difficultics, and had a populution of about 200, It
is situnted immedintely hetween the forks of a branch
of the Osage River and the Potawattamie River. The

discriminately pild up and unable to help themselves,
The thnlling incidents which followed are thus de-
scribed by & passenger:
